Betting in Atlanta Favors Terrell for 
Governor — Friends of State 
House Officials Who Have 
Opposition Say They 
Don’t Fear Result. 


Tomorrow democrats all over the state 
will name their choice for the next gov- 
ernor of Georgia. 

Preparations have been made in every 
one of the 137 counties in Georgia for the 
state primary at which will be nominated 
candidates for governor and state house 
Offices for the ensuing two years, these 
to be formally elected in October. 

Ali sorts of predictions are being made 
with reference to the outcome of to- 
morrow’s battle of ballots. There is an 
amazing confidence in the result shown 
by each of the three candidates for gov- 
ernor and their friends, or else there is 
some extraordinary dissembling in certain 
quarters. According to the claims of the 
various candidates for governor, there 
would seem to be some 267 counties In 
Georgia, with a possibility of several 
others. Mr. Terrell’s friends claim he 
will carry 120 counties, Mr. Guerry’s sup- 
porters say they are certain of 79 and 
Colonel Estill’s campaign management 
counts on 68. The indications are that 
somebody will be disappointed tomorrow 
night. 

Many Bets Are Made. 

The betting in Atlanta all favors Ter- 
rell. Several small bets have been made, 
though nothing of any magnitude has 
been recorded, and in every known in- 
stance odds have been given to the man 
taking the other side of the bet. One 
drummer on a train coming into At- 
lanta bet a Guerry supporter $25 to $5 that 
Terrell would be nominated on the first 
ballot. One small bet of 10 to 1 in favor 
of Terrell was recorded in the Kimball 
house lobby yesterday. So far as is 
known, no Estill bets have been made in 
Atlanta, but he has a large number of 
friends both in south Georgia and in the 
northern and northeastern parts of the 


state. 
Do Not Seem Anxious. 

Friends of the three state house officers 
who have opposition do not appear 
anxious as to the outcome of the primary. 
State School Commissioner G. R. Glenn's 
friends claim that he will have 240 votes 
in the convention, while the supporters 
of both Merritt and Johnston declare 
they have him beaten, and say the pri- 
mary will demonstrate the truth of their 
predictions. 

Commissioner of Agriculture oO. B. 
Stevens and his friends say he has his 
race well won. Like Mr. Terrell's friends, 
they are clajming 120 counties and more. 
Colonel R. T. Nesbitt has made a per- 
sonal canvass of the state, and he and 
his friends say the claim of Colone) 
Stevens is withour the slightest founda- 
tion. They declare the people are dis- 
pleased with the present administration 
of the department, and will make a 
change tomorrow. 

One of the most interesting races will 
be that for prison commissioner, be- 
tween Hon. Thomas Eason, the incum- 
bent, and Captain Wiley Williams, of 
Columbus. Each has friends all over the 
state who are carefully looking out for, 
his interests, and these are exhibiting 
the same degree of confidence in the re.- 
sult as is shown by the three candidates 
for governor. 

None of the other capitol officials are 
opposed. Secretary of state, treasurer, 
comptroller general and justices of the 
eupreme court will all go in without a 
fight, and Judge sohn C. Hart will go in 
as gttorney general without the sign of a 
contest. 

Interest in the election will be enliven- 
ed in many counties by local contests. 
Congressmen, judges and solicitors gen- 
eral are to be nominated in the various 
districts and circuits. 


SAVANNAH MAN GOES FREE 


Under Recent Decision of United 
States Supreme Court. 

Leavenworth Kans., June 3.—Ten pris- 
oners affected by the supreme court de- 
cision In the case of ex-Captain Peter C. 
Deming, have been released from the fed- 
eral penitentiary and furnished tickets to 
their homes. 

The men are Clifton Bridge, Washine- 
ton, D. C.: James Dumngan, Philadelphia; 
Thomas Feastor, Knoxville, Tenn.; Jo- 
seph Cannon, Savannah, Ga.; Patsy Haf- 
fey, Chicago; Henry Holiday, Pittsburg; 
William Wilson, Birmingham, Ala.; and 
James Meadors, Van Buren, Ark. 

Wilson, a negro, was convicted of mur- 
der in the Philippines and was sentenced 
to be shot, but President MoKinley com- 
muted his sentence to thirty years in 
prison. 

Four other prisoners had been released 
on bonds pending the Deming decision 
and are now entirely free. They are ex- 
Captain M. J. Spellman, ex-Lieutenant 
Debbert P. Jones, exCaptain J. C. Read 
and Charles Furris.

GEN. MILES IS ACCUSED 
OF BEING OUTRAGE MILL 
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Intimated by Senator Beveridge That Soldier Has 
Been Furnishing Democrats Stories of Cruelty 
in the Philippines. 


Washington. June 3.—(Special.)—Gen- 
eral Miles’ name was dragged into the 
Philippines debate in the senate today 
in @ rather sensational way. The repubii- 
can leaders are bitter toward General 
Miles because of the part he is believed 
to have played in unearthing some of the 
facts about outrages committed by offi- 
cers and men in the army. They have 
never forgiven him for his letter which 
brought out the Gardner report and they 
have tried to fasten upon him some of 
the other discoveries on the same line. 
While they are protesting that they do 
not seek to cover up the facts, that they 
are not engaged in suppression, the fact 
is that it has been with greatest difficulty 
that the minority members of the senate 
committee on Philippines have been able 
to get at factg because of systematic 
suppressions. The bitterness of the re- 
publican leaders toward Miles for the 
part they alleged he has taken is ac- 
knowledgement that they seek to punisn 
every official who assists in unearthing 
any of these disclosures. 

During the discussion today Senator 
Culberson created a sensation by having 
read from the desk the copy of charges 
filled in the war department by Private 
Andrew J. Weir against Lieutenant Ar- 
nold and Sergeant Edwards, which the 
senator had been vainly trying to offi- 
cially secure from the war department. 

The charges recited inhuman treatment 
of Filipino prisoners snd suggested tho 
killing of aged and defenseless men. 

Accompanying the paper was the report 
of Captain West, of the Fifth cavalry, 
at Calaca, P. I.

No person shall hold salaried office or employment under any board who 
is related by blood or affinity to any board member. 

Upon the adoptton of the charter the membership of each board shall 
be vacated and the mayor shall appoint five members, one for one year, one 
for two years, one for three years, one for four years and one for five years, 
and thereafter the mayor shall make appointments for five years as terms 


The present laws and rules governing the boards, not altered by the 


The recorder is given power to sentence offenders to confimement or to 
labor on the pwhblic works for six months. 

The mayor, council and board members, and officers and secretaries of 
all departments are forbidden to receive money, property, or anything of 
any value from any candidate, applicant for office, contractor, or putilic 
utility corporation whether by way of gift, loan, or with obligation to pay 
back, tue penalty for violation to be removal from office. 

The report of the subcOmmittee on city officers and city election centers 
contains the following new and interesting features: 

Aldermen and councilmen shall be eligible for reelection at the end of 
their respective terms. All city primaries shall be held on the first Wednes- 
day in October and primaries held on other dates snall be illegal.

Two Men Aided Executioner To Ad- 
just the Instrument. 

Ponce, Porto Rico, June 3.—Bernabe 
Acevedo, Jose Torres, Ramon Troché 
Cadeno and Juan Torres, the four men 
found guilty of murder, robbery and out- 
rage, committed” in October, 1898, at 
Guayo, a suburb of Adjuntas, were gar- 
roted here today. Al! the condemned men 
confessed their crimes as they walked to 
the scaffold. 

Two of them aided the executioner to 
adjust the garrote and forgave him for 
putting them to death. One of the 
prisoners resisted the adjustment of the 
cloth over his face. He said he wanted 
to die with his face uncovered. Finally, 
after fifteen minutes’ struggle, he was 
subdued. There were only thirty wit-

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BILL TO PROTECT PRESIDENT. 


Its Consideration Is Entered Upon by 
the House. 

Washington, June 3.—The house today 
entered upon the corsideration of the bill 
to protect the president of the United 
States aud for other purpoges,, known as 
the anti-anarchy bill. The house com- 
mittee reported a substitute for the sen- 
ate measure. 

Mr. Ray, of New York, chairman of the 
judiciary committee, who was in charge 
of the bill, argued that the senate bill 
vas unconstitutional. Mr. Lanham, of 
Texas, supported the feature of the pill 


to exclude anarchists, but opposed tha: 
making it a particular offense to kill the 
president or any one in the line of the 
presidentia] succession. He argued thax 
every Man wés cqual before the law and 
that existing laws were ample to punish

Charter Revision Commit (on- 
siders Such Chntral To Be 
Indispensable 

SEVEN ALDERMEN FOR 
THE CITY AT LARGE 


— 


Report Recomments That Aldermen 
and Councilmen Be Eligible for 
Reelection and That Minis- 
terial Officers Be Elected 
for Four Years. 


The charter revision committee ‘held an 
important meeting yesterday afternoon, 
adopted the report of the subcommittee 
on board government and listened to the 
outlined report of the subcommittee on 
mayor and general counefl. 

Both of these reports have virtually 
been completed and after being perfected 
by the committee on harmony will be 
finally adopted as a part of the charter. 
Both reports make very material changes 
in the organic law of the city and every 
change is regarded as a great improve- 
ment. 

A brief summary of the report of the 
committee on board management will 
show the following charges: 

The committee first G@eclares that it 
considers the city boards good imetitu- 
tions and states that they are indispen- 
sable. The city is divided into five beard 
districts which is an entirely new fea- 
ture. The boards are classified into nine 
different boards, that of parks and ceme- 
teries being a new board, in that it is a 
combination of two old boards. A new 
feature also enters into the report in the 
eligibility of those who shali serve. No 
alderman or counciiman shall serve on a 
board while in office or within one year 
after his term of office has expired. This 
is considered an important feature and 
will prevent councilmen from arranging 
to be elected to boards while they hold 
office in the counciL ~*~ 

Section four as printed im the report 
caused quite a debate and was not adopt- 
ed yesterday as was the rest of the re- 
port. The section provides that no person 
related by blood or affinity to any board 
member shail] hold salaried office under 
gatd board. The committee re-referred 
this section to the subcommittee. Section 
§ of the report, which provides for the 
manner of appointing the members of 
boards, is also something new for Atianta, 
nder the thead of ‘‘clauses’’ the com- 
mittee has made several very important 
changes in the laws of the city. The 
first clause enlarges very materially the 
powers of the recorder. Instead of being 
able to only sentence lawbreakers for 
thirty days he is given the power to 
send them to the public works for six 
months. 

Report of Committee, 

Following is the report of the committee 
published in full and as it was adopted 
by the general committee with the excep- 
tion of the section above stated: 

The subcommittee on board govern- 
ment, its necessity and management, re- 
port as follows: 

It would, in the opinion of your sub- 
committee, be practically impossible for 
the city council and its committees to ad- 
minister the affairs of the city unaided by 
some appropriate collateral agencies. if 
there were no bodies to govern and ad- 
minister the city departments, it would 
take so much of the time of the city coun- 
cil and its members, to discharge the 
necessary duties, and Matters of almost 
infinite detail, as to dever good citizens 
from becoming members of that body. 

It is a fundamental] proposition, recog- 
nized by the wisest men in all parts of 
our common country, that as far as may 
be the functions of legisiation should be 
kept separate from those of administra- 
tion. The city council should be, as far as 
possible, a purély legislative body; whilst 
the powers and duties of administration 
under the laws of the state and the laws 
and ordinances enacted by the city coun- 
cil should be administered by another 
and separate authority. 

Your subcommittee, therefore, report 
that board government is not only wise, 
but neceasary, and they accordingly rec- 
ommend that a chapter be inserged in the 
new charter as follows, to-wit: 


Boards and Their Government. 


Section L The territory of the city 
shall be divided into five board districts 
as nearly equal as may be in population 
and taxable property. (The territory of 
the board districts is defined by cer- 
tain lines into central, northern, north- 
eastern, southwestern and southeastern 
districts.) 

There shall be eight boards, with their 
respective appropriate functions as fol- 
lows, to-wit: A board of water commis- 
sioners, a board of police commissioners. 
a board of fire commissioners, a board of 
health, a board of electrical control, a 
board of sinking fund commissioners, a 
board of Grady hospital commissioners, 
a school board and a board of parks and 
cemetery. — 

Sec. 2. Bach of the said boards shall be 
composed of the mayor, ex-officio; the 
chairman of council committee on each 
respective department ex-officio, and five 
commissioners, to be appointed by fhe 
mayor and coniurmed, by a majority of 
the genera] council, one of the said com- 
missioners to be appointed from each of 
the said board districts and no two of 
them to be resident in the same ward or 
board district of the city. 

Sec. 3. No person shall be eligible 19 
appointment as commissioner. on any of 
the above mentioned boards while an 
alderman or councilman, or within one 
year after the expiration of the term for 
which he may have been elected an alder- 
man or councilman. No one shall be a 
commisstoner on any of the named boards 
while serving @s a commissioner on any 
other executive ooard; and to be eligible 
for appointment on any of said boards 
the appointee must be at least 2% years 
old. must have regided in the city not 
less than five years and must be one of 
the most experienced, upright and intelli- 
gent citizens. And it shall in each in- 
stance be the duty of the mayor to select 
and appoint the person best fitted for the 
place, whether he be an applicant for the 
same or not. 

Sec. 4. No person shall be appointed to

Indianapolis, Ind., Sune 3.—The demo- 
cratic state convention which will be 
called to order here tomorrow will, from 
present indications, make most of the 
nominations by acclamation. 

The only fight for an office that is 
promised on the floor of the convention is 
for the position of secretary of state. 

W. H. O’Brien, chairman of the state 
central committee, will be temporary 
chairman of the convention, and John W, 
Kern, of Indianapolis, permanent chair- 
man, 

In the twelfth district caucus the 
némination of J. M. Barrett, of Fort 
Wayne, as member of the committee on 
resolutions was warmly contested. Henry 
Colerick, of Fort Wayne, demanded to 
know how Barrett stood on the question 
of mentioning Bryan and indorsing the 
Kansas City platform in the state plat- 
form. Barrett did not commit himself 
on the platform. Colerick then asked 
Barrett if he had not voted in a confer- 
ence held in the afternoon to omit the 
name of Bryan from the platform. Bar- 
rett replied. that he had voted as he 
thought right, and that if he received the 
nomination he would faithfully represent 
the democrats of the district Barrett 
was nominated. 

Tomorrow's convention will nominate 
candidates for minor state officers and 
judgeships. 

The platform probably will incluc@ 
among other provisions a plank con- 
demning the policy of the republican ad- 
ministration in the Philippines and an- 
other, denouncing asset banking. The 
election of senators by the direct vote of 
the people was favored and the ship sub- 
sidy bill will also be declared as #@pposed 
to the best interests of the people. 

No action regarding the financial ques- 
tion -had ‘been taken at midnight and there 
was a strong disposition on the part of 
several members of the committee to ig-" 
nore free silver. Others were in favor of 
a re-affirmation of the platform adopted 
at Kansas City.

Morgan Counts Fifty-Five Votes foy

Washington, June 3.—(Special.)—Ist% 
mian canal legislation is now at a more 
advanced stage than it has ever been 
since the agitation for the great water- 
way first began. ; 

At the conclusion of the vote on the 
Philippines bill this afternoon, Senator 
Morgan was recognized for a formal mo- 
tion to take up the canal bill as the un- 
finished business of the senate, and his 
motion was adopted without dissent. At 
no previous time has legislation on this 
line reached the point of having passed 
one house of congress and being formally 
before the other house. 

While the Nicaragua bill igs the one Im- 
mediately under consideration a strong ef- 
fort will be made to secure the passage 
of the Spooner substitute which has the 
indorsement of the minority of the canal 
committee of which Senator Morgan is 
chairman. Senator Hgnna is the leading 
sponsor for this substitute, and it has 
some very strong and ardent advocates, 
but it is too early to predict what the 
vote will be. 

Apparently, a number of senators care 
very little as between the two routes, and 
the debate which jis to follow will deter- 
mine their final action. Senator Cullom, 
for instance, said today he had been In- 
clined to vote for the Nicaragua route, 
but the possibilities of volcanic disturb- 
ances in that region made him dubious. 
And there are others who take the same 
position. Senator Morgan counts on fifty- 
five votes for the Nicaragua route, but it 
is apperent from the talk of some of, the 
has over 
estimated his strength. The Spooner 
proposition proposes to authorize the pres- 
ident to purchase the property of the Pan- 
ama company if a good title can be ob- 
tained and !f there are no diplomatic dif- 
ficulties; if there are such obstacles the

Washington, June 3.—(Special.)—The 
long drawn out fight over the Philippines 
government bill in the senate was brought 
to an end late this afternoon when the 
republican bill was passed by practically 
a@ party vote.

PROVISIONS OF THE MEASURE 
AS PASSED BY THE SENATE 


Washington, June 3—The Philippine 
government bill as passed by the senate 
today approves the action of the president 
in creating the Philippine commission and 


ernor of the islands, and authorizes the 
governor .and vice governor to exercise 
the powers of government as directed by 
executive order. Future appointments of 
the governor or vice. governor shall be 
made by the president with the adVice and 
consent of the sete. 

The ‘dil} of rights’’ of the United States 
constitution is applied to the Philippine 
islands, with the exception of the night to 
bear arms and the right to a trial by 
jury. | 

The supreme court and other courts of 
the islands shall exercise jurisdiction as 
Reretofore provided by the Philippine 
commission and the justices of the su- 
preme court shall be appointed by the 
president and tne senate. 

All the inhabitants of the Philippine is- 
lands are deemed to be citizens of the 
Philippine islands and entitled to the 
protection. of the United States. ‘The 
Phillipine commission is authorized to 
establish’ municipal and provincial gov- 
ernments with popular representative 
government. so far, and as fast as, tne 
communities are’ capable and fit for the 
same, the Philippine commission being 
authorized to determine the qualifications 
of the electors, 


Commission Controls All Land. 

All land in the Philippines is placed un- 
der the control of the Philippine com- 
mission for the benefit of the inhabitants 
of the islands, except such as may be 
needed for the use of the Unitea states. 

The government of the Philippines shall 
make rules and regulations for the dispo- 
sition of the pwhblic lands, but the regular 
tions shall not go into effect unit: 
proved by the president and congress, 
provided ,that a single nomestead entry 
shall not exceed 40 acres and also pro- 
vided that no such land shall be leased, 
let, or demised to any corporation until 
& law regulating the disposition of the 
public lands shall be enacted. 

No corporation shall be authorized to 
engage in agrfriculture unless provision 
shall have been made therefor. 

The Philippine commission is author- 
ized to acquire the friar Jands and is em- 
powered to issue bonds to pay for them. 
These lands, once acquired, shall be a 
part of the domain of the United States 
and may be disposed of as such. 

Upon the supreme court of the United 
States is offered the right to review the 
decisions of the supreme court of the 
Piniltppines. 

Municipalities are authorized to issue 
bonds for municipal improvements. It is 
provided that the bonds shall be gold 
bonds and shall be free from any taxa- 
tion. 


Franchises Are Authorized. 

The government of the Pailippines is au- 
thorized to wrant franchises and conces- 
sions, including the right of eminent ‘do- 
main for the construction of works of 
public utility, provided that no private 
property shall be taken without just com- 
pensation; ‘thet no frandhise ‘hall « be 
granted to any corporation that, shall not 
be’ subject to review by congress;: and

FARMS OF NORTH CAROLINA. 


Interesting Figures Are Furnished 
by Census Bureau. 
Washington, June 3.—The census report 
on agriculture in North Carolina shows 
that on June 1, 1900, the state had 224,637 
farms, valued at $194,665,920. Of the valua- 
tion 27 per cent was in buildings and the 
remainder in land and other improve- 
ments than buildings. The value of farm 
implements and machinery was $9,072,609 
and live stock $30,106,173, making the total 
value of farm property $233,834,698. The 
total value of farm products for 1899 was 
$89,309,638, of which 23 per cent was 
animal products and the remainder 
crops, including forest products cut 
produced on farms. The total value 
farm products for 1899 exceeded those 
1889 by 78 per cent. The gross farm in- 
come of North Carolina for 1899 was $79,. 


200,748. The gross fncome upon investment 
was 34 per cent.

TO SAVE SCALPS 
MEXICANS FLEE 


General Uprising of the Yaqut 
| ndians Is Said To Be 
Imminent. 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN 
FLEEING TO THE CITIES 


Mexican Soldiers Are Being Hurried 
to the Front—In the Battle 
Last Saturday the Yaquis 
Lost Very Heavily. 


El Paso, Tex., June 3.—A private letter 
received here from a reliable source at 
Hermosillo, Mexico states that a general 
uprising of the Yaqui Indians in the cen-* 
tral and southern portions of that state 
has taken place and a reign of terror 
exists, even at the capital, for it is feared 
that the Indians will attack the town. 
Refugees from the ranches, with their 
wives and children, are pouring into 
Hermosillo seeking protection. A con- 
script law has recently been passed and 
as fast as able-bodied men arrive at the 
capital they are conscripted to serve in 
the army. Indians are rising in large 
numbers and concentrating among the 
hills. Many murders have been reported. 

The recent reconcentration order had a 
bad effect upon the Indians. They regard 
the system as virtual slavery. The In- 
dians are bolder than they have been 
since the outbreak three years ago .and 
seem to be operating in greater numbers. 
Armed bands are scouring the country, 


but the principal stronghold is the almost 
inaccessible hills, Re-enforcements of 
regulars. are being huried to the front. 


-The Fighting Saturday. 


-Rucson,. Ariz., June 3.—Advices from 
Torres state that in the fighting Saturday 


4 between the Mexican soldiers under Gov- 


ernor Isabel and the Yaquis on the Sonora 
river, eighteen Yaquis and three Mexicans 
were killed. There were 400 Indians. 
General Torres has taken the fleld with 
the Twentieth regiment and a detachment 
of cavalry. Colonel Kasterhitze is march- 
ing from Magdelena with his forces down 
the San Miguel river to the Sonora, where 
he will form a junction with Governor 
Isabel. Another strong force of men have 
moved to tthe Bacatele mountains, a for- 
mer stronghold of the Yarquis, to head 
them off in that direction. The govern- 
ment confidentiy expects that between 
these forces the Yaqui forces will be 
captured or destroyed. 


COMPROMISE BILL ON CUBA 


Introduced by Dietrich, Who Stands 
with Beet Sugar Men. 

Washington, June 3.—Senator Dietrich, 
of Nebraska, who stands with the beet 
sugar interests in opposition to the re- 
duction of duty on Cuban sugars as pro- 
posed by the republican members of. the 
senate committee on Cuban relations, to- 
day introduced a bill on the subject, 
which he thinks wil] be accepted ag a 
compromise measure. It provides that 
the differential on refined sugar shall be 
abolished, but that an equal amount 
shall be added to the duty on raw sugars, 
and then it gives Cuba a 25 per cent re- 
duction from this increased duty. 

Senator Dietrich says that he hag con- 
sulted the president with reference to 
the terms of the bill and that it is accept- 
able to him. He also has assured him- 
self that it wil] be satisfactory to the 
senatorial friends of beet sugar. 

The committee of senators opposed to 
the general Cuban reciprocity plan, con- 
sisting of Senators Elkins Burrows and 
Jones of Nevada, appointed at the Elkins 
conference yesterday, will meet Senators 
Platt, of Connecticut; Spooner and per- 
haps other senators of the Cuban com- 
mittee tomorow and discuss the situa- 
tion. Thus far there has been very good 
feeling manifested between the facttons, 
but the intense activity displayed on both 
sides has begun to injure- some feeling.

BROKEN HEADS 
VERY NUMEROUS 


Striking Teamsters Are Caus- 
ing Chicago Police to Lead — 
~ $trenuous Life. 


WAGONS BEARING MEAT 
ARE CHARGED BY STRIKERS 


Policemen Uge Their Clubs, Wound- 
ing Many-Members of the Mob. 
Drivers Employed by De- 
partment Stores Join 
the Strikers. 


Chicago, June 3.—Chicago’s police were 
givén a strenuous life today by the strik- 
ing packing house teamsters. From day- 
light this morning until long after dark 
tonight the blue-coats were kept busy 
dispersing trouble-makers, who congregat- 
ed along the streets and in every con- 
ceivable manner placed obstacles in the 
way of the meat dealers, who endeavored 
to move their supply wagons with non- 
union drivers. In spite of the striking 
teamsters and their friends, thirty-three 
wagon loads of meat were delivered from 
the stock yards to down town stations. 
Before the task was accomplished, how- 
ever, a score of policemen and rioters 
were injured and fully fifty persons had 
been placed under arrest. Several of the 
injured were in such a serious condition 
that they were taken to the hospitals. 
Two of the injured may die, 

When the procession of wagons left 
the packing house district they were 
guarded by a heavy. detail of po- 
lice. AS soon as the wagons emerged at 
the entrance of the yards fully 500 en- 
raged strike sympathizers made a rush 
to overturn the conveyances. The po- 
licemen drew their clubs and after a hard 
struggle succeeded in scattering the mob. 
A fresh start was made, but before the 
wagons reached the down town district 
t™e mob, augmented by hundreds of sym- 
pathizers, made an attack. 


Revolvers Drawn. 

In the fight that followed revolvers 
were drawn. No person was shot, the po- 
lice instead using their clubs indiscrim- 
inately, and a dozen or.more ptople were 
injured before the march could be re- 
sumed. When the central portion of the 
city was reached clashes between the 
police and the crowd became numerous, 
Street car traffic was an impossibility 
and it was necessary for several squads 
of police to charge the crowds with batons 
before the wagons had reached the down 
town houses, , 

To add to the burdens of the police 
department 1,300 drivers and their helpers, 
employed by the State street general re- 
tail department merchandise stores, went 
on strike today. An attempt was made 
to deliver “department store” goods in 
the down town district this afternoon, 
with nonunion drivers under police pro- 
tection, but so much disorder developed 
that the aittempt proved futile. Before 
the project was abandoned several rioters 
were hurt and many arrests had been 
made. 

An attempt by the Fair store manage- 
ment to deliver goods this afternoon after 
the drivers and teamsters had struck, re- 
sulted in a riot, several injured-heads and 
bodies, a number of arrests and finally 
the failure of. the project. Escorted by 
fifty policemen, two wagons were started 
from the store to deliver some parcels 
on the west side. ~ 

Police Charge Mob, 

The procession had gone.barely a block 
when trouble began, Crossing Clark street 
a heavy express wagon drove full tilt 
into the leading wagon of the Fair. The 
Fair wagon was badly damaged in the 
collision and the guard thrown into con- 
fusion. The police charged upon the gath- 
ering crowd with drawn clubs and struck 
freely at the people who were nearest 
them. After a short but fierce struggle, 
the crowd was pressed back and the pro- 
cession resumed. Before amothér block 
had been traversed the crowd made an- 
other rush for the wagons and a sharp 
battle followed. Bricks and stones were 
the weapons used and the missiles were 
thrown with such effect that,after the 
fight was over dozens of big show win- 
dows in adjoining buildings were shatter- 
ed. In the attack which the police made 
upon the crowd a dozen men were se- 
verely injured. Several of the strike part- 
isans were arrested. 7 

The fierceness of the fight discouragedd 
further progress westward and the two 
wagons were headed back to the Fair. 
When the wagons reached the alley léead- 
ing across the rear of the Fair the police 
with a desperate charge cleared the way 
through the crowd which had swelled to 
thousands.

ARDS TO KEEP 


STRIKERS AT BAY) 


Coal and (ron Policemen Ac- 
company Men at Work 


Strikers Call Those Who Have Not 
Quit Opprobious Names—Presi- 
dent Mitchell Makes a 
Statement in Regard 
to the Strike. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., June 3-—There were 
no developments or incidents of special 
mention in the anthracite coal miners 
strike today. The mine workers tried har 
to bring out additional engineers, firemen 
and pump runners and the company was 
equally earnest in its efforts to hold the 
emyloyees that have been loyal to them. 
The union succeeded in getting out quite 
a Tnumber 7of 7men, and tonight the labor 
leaders assert that they are satisfied with 
the day’s work. One or two collieries 
were compelled to shut down their pumps 
because of the lack of men, but in all 
other cases the operators were able to 
fill the vacancies by drawing on their 
reserve force of officers and other em- 
ployees. The mine owners claim that thus 
far that they have employed a very few 
noaunion men and have plenty of workers 
to draw on. 

The entire coal belt remains compara- 
tively quiet, but’ disturbances of a minor 
nature are becoming more frequent. These 
affairs are in the nature of demonstra- 
tions ranging in numbers from a dozen 
persons up to about one hundred. At 
Miners Mills this morning and this eve-: 
ning men and women gathered on the 
street corners and hooted the men that 
came from the mines to go to their 
homes. 7 

At Plymouth also this evening there 
was @ small disturbance cmfwyp shrieta 
was a small demonstration against those 
still working at the engines amd pumps 
in the collieries there. About 100 men, 
women and children followed the workers 
to their homes, caStng them opprobrious 
names all along the way. 

GUARDED BY THE POLICE 

Many of the workers who go to their 
homes are accompanied by coal and iron 
policemen. The latter have been cautioned 
not to notice the actions of the crowds 
unless they attempt to do the men bodi- 
ly harm. In nearly every colliery tem- 
porary living quarters have been provided 
for those employees who do not care to 
leave the place. Colored cooks are being 
brought into the region to provide for 
these men. 

President Mitchell tonight gave out the 
following statement: 

‘Detailed reports from ail quarters of 
the anthracite field indicate that the num- 
ber of engineers, firemen and pump men 
who ceased work yesterday was consid- 
erably increase@ today and the probabill- 
ties are that it will be further augmented 
tomorrow. 

“There has been no violations of law 
on the part o fthe strikers, and our pre- 
dictions made last week that the mine 
workers would be law abiding, have been 
more than verified by the events of yes- 
terday and today. 

“The coal strike {s remarkable in many 

respects. Were it not for the fact that 
the coal companies have a veritable army* 
of private guards and coal and iron po- 
lice employed, thre would be no exterior 
evidence that a greM&t industria§ contest 
was being waged. 
_‘“We are sure that the splendid con- 
duct of the men and boys who are en- 
gaged in this great, gilent and passive 
struggle for at least a small share of our 
country’s prosperity must commend ftt- 
Self to all well disposed persons.”

IS UNDER FIRE 


Stirring Protest Is Made by 
the trish-Americans of 
~ Chicago. 


BOURKE COCKRAN ASKS | 
CIVILIZED WORLD TO ACT 


Alien Ownership of Land and Alien 
Ownership of the Government, 
He Says, Are the Grievances 
of Ireland—Pleads for 
American Action. 


Chicago, June 3.—The meeting of the 
Irish-Americans of Chicago at the audi- 
torium tonight to protest against the co- 
ercion laws in force in nine counties in 
Ireland, was perhaps the largest demon- 
stration of its kind ever held in this 
city. 

Bourke Cockran was the principal 
| speaker, and when he began his address 
about 8,000 persons joined in the applause 
that greeted thim. 

Crowds thronged the avenues outside, 
disappointed at being unable to gain ad- 
mission. 

Mr. Cockran said in part: 


“The primary object of this meeting 
is to make it possible for you, fellow 
citizens, to look carefully into the facts 
and see to what extent injustice has been 
and is being done the Irish mation; to 
protest against English rule; to inquire 
what England further proposes regard- 
ing Ireland, and to say what we ask the 
civilized world to condemn. 

‘The Irish question is ofterr sald to be 
too difficult for the ordinary man to un- 
derstand, but it is the simplest quéstion 
conceivable. Ireland is the only eountry 
in which the people own neither the band 
upon which, nor confrgl the government 
under which, they live. The Irish ques- 
tion arises from ‘the demand of the Irish 
to control both their péople and their 
nies the right and endeavors _to.stifle the 
demand. 
ership of the land and alien ownership 
of the government; these. are the Irish 
grievances. In Ireland the owners .of the 
soil, never lived on it, never saw it, but 
obtain and retain ownership by a Sort 
of confiscation. 

“The prosperity of the Irish people has 
been stifled by the unreasonable demands 
of England, and this policy the, English 
officials still are endeavoring to pursue 
by coercion. 

“The Irish have shown their Industrial | 
capacity at home and in every country) 
in which they have gone, and if this be! 
the case under advers® conditions at em wt 
and in foreign lands, how much more then 
would it be shown in their own land. | 
owned and governed by themselves? They | 
certainly would be able to restore in Ire- 
land the prosperity they have achieved 
in other countries. 

“If the American people, in their might. 
shall mse up and say the Irish cause is 
just, Ireland will be restored. As Ameri- 
cans we cannot but helieve that provi- 
dence has intended that the American 
people shall be the instrument through 
which this justice shall be accomplished.’’

AMERICAN CITIZENS ARE THROWN 
INTO FILTHY JAILS OF ECUADOR 
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id Held -in Deflance of Lay 
Until They Become Physica 
~ Wrecks, 
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CLAIMS FOR HUGE SUMS 
HLED AT WASHINGTON 


State of Affairs Revealed Which Will 
Result in Action by This Gov- 
ernment—Shocking Stories 
of the Treatment of 
Americans. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, June 3.—(Special.)—Dam- 
ages aggregating many thousands of dol- 
lars are to be claimed of the government 
of Ecuador for the illegal imprisonment 
and the ill treatment in many other re- 
spects of citizens of the United States. 

Former United States Senator Thurston, 
of Nebraska, and former Congressman 
John 8S. Wise, of New. York, represent 
several of the claimants, and the allega- 
tions upon which these claims are based 
reveal a state of affairs in the republic 
on the west coast of South America which 
may call for strenuous action by the 
United States government. 

American citizens have, it is alleged, 
been thrown into the filthy jails of the 
republic on charges of the most trivial 
mature; have been held under The dis- 
graceful peon law at the will of petty 
magistrates from whose action there is no 
appeal; have had their lives jeopardized 
and their health broken—the sole purpose, 
apparently, being to force from them the 
payment of blackmail, 

_One man has been under treatment at 
the Providence hospital, in this city, his 
constitution a wreck, his chances for life 
apparently small, because he was cast 
into one of the jails of Ecuador and was 
given no opportunity for a hearing on 
his case and no chance to communicate 
with the American authorities. Several 
other well-known Americans who have 
suffered at the hands of the Ecuadorian 
officials are now in this country and have 
placed their cases in the hands of the at- 
torneys mentioned in the hope that by 
demanding redress through the officials 
of this government the Ecuadorian gov- 
ernment may be forced to respect the 
rights of Americans in the future. 

The Development of Ecuador. 

Up to 1898 there were but few Ameri- 
cans in the country, but in that year an 
Anglo-Saxon company closed a contract 
with the government of Ecuador to ex- 
“tend the railroad—then in operation from 
Guayaquil to Chimbo, a distance of about 
55 miles—from Chimbo to Quito, the 
capital, a distance of about 250 miles. The 
enterprise involved the expenditure of 
millions and the employment of thousands 
of men. The president of the company, 
the genera] manager and nearly all the 
officers and contractors are Americans. 

Labor was difficult to obtain and the 
J. P. McDonald Company, which con- 
tracted with the syndicate to build the 
road, imported from 4,000 to 6,000 Jamal- 
cans and a few hundred Porto Ricans, 
As is generally the case in works of this 
kind, there was more or less friction and 
there were controversies among the Amer- 
icans themselves and between the Ameri- 
cans and the natives. , 

The Local Magistrates. 

Americans who are familiar with con- 
ditions in that country charge that a 
more ignorant, tyrannical and corrupt 
set of rascals could not possibly be found 
than these police officials, or many of 
them. There have been many complaints 
of outrages committed by these officials 
upon Americans, but so far no redress 
has been obtained except that in one or 
two instances the magistrates have been 
dismissed. Most of the Americars ' 
from motives of policy, endured these 
wrongs in silence, but now several of 
them propose to seek compensation for 
their sufferings. 

One of these is John W.. Conner, a citi- 
zen of Knoxville, Tenn., @nd a man of 
prominence. He was a delegate to both 
of the national conventions which nomi- 
nated Mr. McKinley. At one time he held 
a good government position in Porto Rico, 
but he resigned that to. take a railroad 
contract under the McDonald Company. 
A dispute with some of the native trans- 
porters of merchandise, which is carried 
over the mountains ia Ecuador on the 
backs of mules and India:m, resulted in 
his being arrested by the police magis- 
trate of Alausi and thrown into a filthy 
jail without even the formalitywf a trial. 
Mr. Conner’s description of these jails 
shows them to be pest holes of filth and 
disease beyond anything that the people 
of the United States can imagine. As the 
amount involved was small, and as Con- 
ner was willing to submit to almost any- 
thing rather than incur the risk of dis- 
ease in that pest hole, he paid what was 
demanded and was released after a short 
incarceration. He is now suing for illegal 
imprisonment. 

- The Bolan Case. 

Mr. M. J. Botan is a native of Spring- 
field, Ohio, a railroad contractor and a 
gentleman who enjoys the respect and es- 
teem of those who know him. Something 
of his troubles has become known through 
the cabled reports from Guayaquil, and 


. 
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the vigorous action of the late consul 
general, Mr. DeLeon, in forcing the au- 
thorities to release him from jail. This 
was only accomplished, however, after 
he had been illegally imprisoned for near- 
ly four days. Bolan was a foreman, or 
camp boss, for one of the sub-contrac- 
tors, Mr. Shea. Two natives, who claimed 
that Shea owed them money for procur- 
ing peons to work on the road, entered 
into a conspiracy with a police magis- 
trate of Alausi named Merchan to force 
Bolan to pay the money claimed or to 
extort it from the railroad company. 
Early in December this magistrate had 
Bolan thrown into jail on a charge of re- 
fusing to pay the sums claimed by his 
co-conspirators. Bolan claimed that he 
was merely an employee of Mr. Shea, 
which was a fact, and it was shown that 
Mr. Shea had made no contract of the 
kjnd claimed. 

Nevertheless, Bolan was thrown into jail 
on the judgment of Magistrate Mer- 
chan, who held that he owed the two na- 
tives 2,400 sucres, the sucre being nearly 
50 cents American. He was released on 
bail after his first arrest, but was later 
taken by a squad of soldiers and cast in 
jail under.the order of the magistrate 
that he stay there until the sum was 
paid. The magistrate under the law did 
not have jurisdiction in cases involving 
more than 160 sucres, but that made no 
difference in the result. It seems that the 
magistrates, who are usually men of no 
standing or qualification for a judicial 
office, cannot be appealed from. Under 
the so-called peon law their power is ab- 
solute. Even the president of the republic 
cannot pardon one of their victims. He 
must pay the amount adjudged against 
him or submit to perpetual sentence in 
one of the vile prisons. 


Threats of an American Warship. 

Bolan was finally permitted to remain 
at liberty to employ a lawyer or consult 
with the company. He went to Victoria 
and appealed to’ the American consul 
general. Mr. Perry Allen, an American 
lawyer now in Ecuador, but a resident 
of Washington, was engaged to represent 
him. Bolan went to Guayaquil and there 
Was rearrested and thrown into jail. 
After he had been imprisoned seventy- 
seven hours his release was effected by 
Cuoneul General DeLeon. A third, fourth 
and fifth attempt was made to arrest him 
and take him to <Alausi in chains, but 
DeLeon refused to give him up. It was 
only after the consul general had threat- 
ened to cable for a war ship that the 
authorities permitted Bolan to leave the 
country. 

It was for his strenuous action in this 
cdSe that the Ecuador authorities de- 
clared DeLeon persona non grata. This 
seems to be a favorite method resorted 
to by some of the South American repub- 
lics to get rid of a diplomatic representa- 
tive of another government who insists 
in securing protection fay American citi- 
zens. Bolan suffered seriously, both in 
pocket and in health, by the action of the 
i@cuadorian officials, and says that but 
for Consul General DeLeon he might have 
died in jail. He was ill for two weeks or 
more with fever while refugeeing at the 
consulate, 


Other Outrages on Americans. 
A.number of other outrages were from 
time to time perpetrated upon Americans, 
An explosion occurred at one point of ths 
work on the railroad and a workman was 
kiied. The American in charge, a Mr. 
Regan, was arrested and taken to prison 


in Chimbo with a rope around his neck. 
On his arrival, after a 2-mile tramp 
through mud knee. deep, he was put in 
etocks formed of heavy timbers and iron 
bars. He was kept in prison several 
days, was denied a hearing, but was 
finally released without even a charge 
having been bro@ght against him. 

D. C. Stapleton, vice president and 
general manager of a mining company, 
who is a friend of Speaker Henderson, 
was thrown into jail by the judge, a bare- 
foot, half-naked negro, who told him 
there was no charge against him, but that 
the friends of the judge, other negroes 
and halfbreeds, clamored for his im- 
prisonment. He was kept in the un- 
speakably foul jail one night and part of 
the following day, the jail being surround- 
ed by a howling mob erying out, “Kill 
the Gringo. Their animosity was due 
| to Stapleton’s having refused to have cer- 
tain business dealings with them. He 
was finally released without trial. 

Some idea of life in Ecuador can be 
gathered from the experience of the wife 
of the Spanish minister. She is an Ital- 
fan lady and a devout member of the 
Catholic church. After being out for a 
walk or a ride, she went into a church 
at Quito with her hat on. In Italy ladies 
enter churches with their hats on, but in 
Quito they do not. Wholly unaware of 
this edict of custom, she went into the 
church wearing her hat. A fanatical wom- 
an rushed up to her, struck her a severe 
blow in the face, tore her hat from her 
head, the hat pin inflicting a deep wound. 
‘The incident naturally created a great 
sensation, but the assailant of the minis- 
ter’'s wife escaped discovery. Not. long 
ago the lives of the American mission- 
aries were threatened by a mob. General 
Alfaro, then president, furnished them a 
guard and put down the demonstration 
by threatening the archbishop that he 
would be held responsible if any harm 
aqcrued to the persons of propert# of the 
missionaries. 

The Selser Case. 

Of all the cases of Americans, that of 
Leopard Selser presents the: best evidence 
of the terrible results folowing incarcera- 
tion in the jail of Etuador. That they 
are pest holes of indescribable filth and 
loathsome disease seems to be clearly 
demonstrated by his experience. 

Selser is a native of Minnesota. He and 
two companions became involved in a 
difficulty with a citizen in whtch they got 
the better of it. All, it seems, had been 
drinking some. They were pursued by 
the police and beaten and mangled in a 
most shocking manner. Selser received 
three machete cuts over his head. In 
self defense he shot and mortally wound- 
ed one of his assailants. 
into jail where he was insensible over 
twelve hours. Despite his wounds and des- 
perate condition physically, he was kept 
in chains, hand and foot, eighteen days 
and then taken to Guayaquil where he 
was imprisoned nearly ten months with- 
out preliminary trial. A prominent at- 
torney of Ecuador, a native of the coun-

CITY WHELMED 


BY BIG FLOOD 


Several Lives Are Lost and 
Much Property Destroyed 
at Joliet, Illinois. 


SCORES OF FAMILIES 
ARE DRIVEN FROM HOMES 


Many People Are Rescued in Boats 
by the Police—Water Rushed 
in Torrents Through Streets. 
Railroads Are in Hope- 
less Condition. 


Joliet, Tils., June 3.—Jouet is in the 
grasp of the worst floog in its history. 
All the lower portion of the city is un- 
der water, and it is rumored that several 
lives have been lost. The police have 
the names of Eddie McGovers, Lizzie 


McGean and a little girl named Ken-. 


nedy, drowned. Several families had 
narrow escapes and the police rescued 
many in boats. Scores of families have 
been driven from’ their homes, and sev- 
eral houses and other buildings were 
Swept away. 

All the principal streets are under 
water, and factories and business places 
all over the city are flooded. The dam- 
age to property is estimated at $100,000. 
The street car lines are all severely 
damaged, and no cars are running. All 
trains are stalled, water being 2 feet 
deep over the railroad tracks. Heavy 
rains, which continued all night, caused 
Hickory and Spring creeks to burst. their 
banks, and a portion of Hickory creek 
dam, east of the city, has partially col- 
lapsed, sending the flood waters down in 
a torrent. Scores of homes have from 
one to three feet of watér in the first 
stories. 

The railroads are in a hopeless condi- 
tion. The Rock Island bridge over the 
drainage canal has been moved 18 inches 
out of line by the flood, and no trains 
can pass. Tite tracks of the Chicago 
and Alton and of the Santa Fe are un- 
der water, and a Santa Fe‘ bridge south 
of the city was washed away. 

Business is paralyzed and all the 
schools are closed. The streets that are 
not submerged are thronged with sight- 
seers. The police and firemen, assisted 
by volunteer squads of helpers, are at 
work all over the city relieving suffering. 

The flood is slowly receding.

A judge who wants to assas- 
sinate an accused has Only to delay the 
procedure and extend it indefinitely or 
eternally.”’ 

Ten Months in That Hole. 

Selser was not allowed to communicate 
with the American officials, and it was 
not for about ten months after his arrest 
that the consul general learned of his 
By that time his condition was 
so pitiful and the representations of the 
consul general were so strenuous that the 
officials became scared and allowed Sel- 
ser to go aboard the cruiser Philadelphia, 
which had been sent to Ecuador to in- 
vestigate the complaints of Mr. DeLeon. 
The man was taken on the Philadelphia 
as far as Panama and by the aid of the 
sailors on that ship, who raised a purse 
for him, he got to New York. He is now 
a physical wreck. He went into prison a 
robust man; at Panama he weighed only 
112 pounds, and he is now in a very feeble 
condition from which he may never re- 
cover. 

The Peon Law Denounced. 

The persecutions infilcted upon Ameri- 
cans have in a number of cases been un- 
der the guise of the peon law, which is 
denounced by Americans as one of the 
most disgraceful that stains the statutes 
of any nation. While technically this law 
cannot apply to cases of alleged fndebted- 
ness of foreigners, the petty magistrates 
seem to have arbitrarily so applied it. 
That was done in the Bolan case and in 
several others. 

This peon law was enacted when slavery 
was nominally abolished to give the land- 
owners absolute control of the bodies, 
and it would seem the souls, of the labor- 
ers, relieving them of all the responsibi!- 
ity that ownership of slaves would in- 
volve,. but at the same time giving them 
the profit and advantage to be derived 
from the labor of the serfs so long as 
they are able-bodied. 

It is asserted that southern slavery, in 
its worst form under the most brutal 
overseer, was a boon and blessing com- 
pared to this peonage system in Ecuador. 

It is under this peon law that Bolan and 
other prominent Americans have been 
cast into the jails by magistrates from 
whose decisions there is no appeal under 
the law of Ecuador, no matter how cor- 
rupt the magistrate may be or how shock- 
ing to justice Is his decision. 


HOT FURNACE 


Professor Heilprin, George 
Kennan and Mr. Varian 
Took a Peep. 


STOOD ON VERY EDGE 
OF MONT PELEE’S CRATER 


Kennan Says They Saw Far Down 
Into the Crater, Which Emits 
Steam Through Thousands 
of Orifices—Huge Cakes 
of Sulphur. 


Fort de France, June 3, 1 p. m.—George 
Kennan, accompanted by Messrs. Jaccaci 
and Varian, arrived here at ll o'clock 
this morning, after an absence of twelve 
days. Professor Angelo Heilprin, presi- 
dent of the niladelphia Geographical So- 
ciety, who is in Martinquie under the aus- 
pices of the National Geographical So- 
ciety, and Mr. Ledbetter are expected to 
reach Fort de France tonight. 

Profesaor Heilprin, Mr. ennan and Mr. 
Varian have ascended Mont elee. They 
stood on the very edge of the crater and 
looked down on the incandescent mass 
within. This ascent was made last 
Sunday and was the second time Pro- 
fessor Heilprin climbed the’ mountain. All 
the explorers are in perfect health and 
good spirits. No accidents occurred on 
the trip up the mountain, although the 
explorers were exposed to many hard- 
ships and dangers. 

In an interview with the correspondent 
of the Associated Press, Mr. Kennan 
Sald: 

‘Five of us started for the crater of the 
volcano last Sunday, and three of us 
reached our objective. We crossed Lake 
Palmiste, which is now dry and full of 
boulders and huge ragget rocks ~ of 
tracnyte, rhyolite and andesite. We then 
climbed up and reached the edge of tae 
crater. We found it to be a huge chasm, 
or crevasse, with perpendicular waglis., 
W ecould not see down into the crater 
more than 160 feet; it was like looking 
into a white hot furnace. The fiasm 
opens out towards St. jerre, but the enor- 
mous columns of steam cut off the view 
in tnat direction. There were hundreds 
of fumaroles all about us. What was 
thought to be a cone of cinders, in the 
crater was learned in reality to be a nuge 
pile of gigantic rocks. There were cakes 
of sulphur everywhere, we sa wno ashes 
or cinders in or near the crater. The 
whole vast bed of the old crater and of 
Lake Palmiste is emitting steam through 
thousands of orifices. 

“The ascent of Lake almiste is up a 
long and sharp incline covered with ashes, 
These had beem soaked by the rain and 
as we proceeded there were terrifying 
gorges full of hot, voleanic debris on 
each side of us. Every footstep dislodged 
ashes and our footing was most inse- 
cure. There were also clouds of sul- 
phurous smoke through which the sun- 
light swept at intervals. The ascent was 
the most terrifying experience of my life, 
yet Professor Heilprin, the previous day, 
had sat enveloped in darkness on the lip 
of what was once Lake almiste, and had 
descended the horrible crater In a thun- 
derstorm of volcanic clouds and almost 
complete darkness.”’ 

On the night of the 26th occurred the 
great explosion of the volcano. All that 
day Mont Pelee had been vomiting masses 
of yellow, mud-colored vapor. We now 
knew that this presages a serious ex- 
plosion. “We heard fearful detonations 
during the 26th and huge columns of 
black smoke, alive with lightning-like and 
terrifying flashes rose from the crater, A 
great column, which rose to the ‘height 
of a mile and a half was lit up by fire 
of the flerce reflectlun of the incandes- 
cent mass within the crater. The populs- 
tion of Vive plantation became panic 
stricken at the eruption and went to 
Acier, 2 miles farther away. Mr. aJccaci 
and i returned to Vive. 

‘The day had been cne of terrifying 
experiences and of inconceivable grand- 
eur. ; 
“The 30th we tried to ascend to the 
crater from this side, along the Cale 
Basse divide. From the crest of the 
divide we had a wonderful view into the 
awfui Fallaise valley, which was a tre- 
mendous seething gorge of terrible vol- 
canic activity. We were driven back by 
a severe thunderstom, and very nearly 
lost each other in the dense volcanic 
clouds. We plamted a record stake at the 
highest point we reached, on which we 
inscribed our names. While. at Morne 
Rouge we saw and interrogated the man 
who was rescued from the dungeon in 
St. Pierre, and who its the only real 
survivor of the city.” 

Mont Pelee is quiet today, but great 
volumes of steam are issuing from the 
voleano. The lower mud craters, how- 
ever, are still pouring forth torrents. The 
Lerecheur district is said to be caving 
in, but this report has not been verified.

TITLE AND CS 
FOR KITCHENER 


He Will Be Liberally Rewarded 
for Pacifying South Africa 


Half Million Dollars Will Likely Be 
Granted to Him by Parliament. 
King Edward Cables His 
Congratulations to 
Kitchener. 


London, June 4.—Contrary to custom, 
the house of lords will hold a sitting to- 
day to receive a message from King EHd- 
ward with reference to peace in South 
Africa. It fe expected that this message 
will announce the conferring of a title 
upon Lord Kitchener and the granting to 
him of a reward for his services. The 
money reward will probably be £100,000. 

It now appears that Lord Kitchener 
will not return to London for the king’s 
coronation, and Joseph Chamberlain, the 
colonial secretary, has said that the gov- 
ernment does not propose to -have the 
new South African colonies represented 
at the crowning of King Edward. Trans- 
vaal and Orange River representati@es 
could hardly reach London in time for 
the function. 

King Congratulates Kitchener. 

King Edward has cabled his congratula- 
tions on the conclusion of peace to Lord 
Kitchener and Word Milner, the British 
high commissioner in South Africa. The 
text of the royal dispatch to Lord Milner 
is as follows: 

“T am overjoyed at the news of the 
surrender of the Boers, and I warmly 
congratulate you on the able manner in 
which you have conducted the negotia- 
tions.”’ 

To this message Lord Milner replied: 

“Tl offer my deepest thanks for your 
majesty’s gracious message. I am pro- 
foundly thankful that your mgjesty'’s 
coronation will be celebrated with peace 
throughout your South African do- 
minions.’”’ 

The following is the text of King Ed- 
ward's dispatch to Lord Kitchener: 

“T send you my most hearty congratu- 
lations on the termination of hostilities. 
IT also heartily congratulate my brave 
troops under your command for having 
brought this long and difficult campaign 
to so glorious and successful a conclu- 
sion.”’ 

To this message Lord Kitchener replied: 

“The army in South Africa highly ap- 
preciates your majesty’s most gracious 
message, which I am now communicat- 
ing to it. I humbly beg to thank your 
majesty.”’ 

Signing of the Agreemént. 

Pretoria, Transvaal, Monday, June 2.— 
The signing of the peace agreement on 
Saturday night last was carried out with 
the least possible. ceremony. Lord 
Kitchener and Lord Milner and General 
DeWet and others representing she Orange 
Free State and General Schalk-Berger 
and others of tie Transvaal‘ government, 
quietly met in the dining room of the resi- 
dence occupied by the burgher delegates 
adjoining Lord Kitchener’s house. The 
document lay on a table ready. Amid 
profound silence the Boer leaders took a 
pen in order of precedence and affixed 
their signatures, thus surrendering the 
independence for which they had so gal- 
lantly struggled. The document was then 
entrusted to Colonel Hamilton, Lord 
Kitchener’s military secretary, and Cap- 
tain Marker and an aide de camp, who 
left Pretoria tonight to deliver it to King 
Edward. 

There was great rejoicing in all the 
concentration comps upon receipt of the 
news that peace had been concluded. The 
occupants assembled in the open spaces 
and chanted psalms, the women weeping 
with joy. Arrangements are being made 
to send representatives of each unit of 
the British army in Sguth Africa to par- 
ticipate in the coronation festivities in 
London. 


Kruger and Friends Confer. 

Utrecht, Holland, June 3.—The Boer 
delegates in Europe arrived here this 
afternoon. They held a prolonged con- 
ference in the house of Mr. Kruger, and 
afterwards another meeting was held in 
the Hotel Des Pays Bas. None of the 
delegates was willing to talk with regard 
to the conclusfon of peace or of what had 
been done at today’s meeting. Dr. Leyds 
and Mr. Fischer will rema‘tn here. Mr. 
Wessels and Mr. Wolmarans have pro- 
ceeded for The Hague. 

The Handelsblad says that neither Mr. 
Kruger nor ‘any of the Boer delegates 
in Europe has recefved eny communica- 
tion from the Boers in South Africa con- 
cerning peace. 

“The inference is,"" says the paper, 
“that the British government is stopping 
such dispatches.,”’ 


Many Prisoners Sad. 

Bombay, June 3.—The newe of the con- 
clusion of peace in South Africa was re- 
ceived with mixed feelings in the Bocr 
prison cemps here. A majority of the 
prisoners rejoiced, but mnany ef them con. 
sidered the news to be bad, as it meant 
the loss of all they had been fighting for. 

“We would have stayed in captivity for 
years without complaint,” said many of 
the Boers, “‘nad such been the judgment 
of the burghers.”’ 


Believe They Have Won. 

Jamestown, Island of St. Helena, June 
3.—The news of the peace agreement in 
South Africa created the greatest en- 
thusiasm in the Boer prison camps here, 
and was celebrated with singing Roer 
and British anthems. A majority of the 
Boers on this island insist that the peace 
carried independence with it.

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HOWLING MOB 
OF POPULISTS 


So Judge Dunham Classes 
Crowd That Drowned His 
‘Efforts To Speak. 


WARM DEBATE IS HELD 
IN THE TWENTY-FOURTH 


Judge W. D. Crawford and E. H. Mc- 
Michael, Candidates for Senator, 
End the Campaign with 
Spirited Words to the 

ig Voters. 


Columbus, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—The 
debate at the court house tonight between 
W. D. Crawford and E. H. Mc8#‘ichael, 
both of the county of Marion, candidates 
for the democratic nomination for sena- 
tor from this district, proved to be the 
warmest political gathering here in years. 
It was red hot from beginning to end. 

Hon. Thos. W. Grimes, chairman of the 
senatorial executive committee, presided, 
introducing the two debaters. Mr. Mc- 
Michael] opened, speaking an hour. Then 
Judge Crawford spoke for an hour and 
ten minutes, and Mr. McMichael conclud- 
ed in a ten minute talk. 

McMichael charged that the change 
from a county to district primary was 
made to elect to the senate a candidate 
who would be defeated in his home coun- 
ty, and said that Judge Crawford and as- 
sociates were fighting to preserve a coun- 
ty court in Marion, against which the 
great mass of the people of the county 
“ were opposed. He said he had yoted a 
populist ticket in the pgst but had re- 
turned to the democratic party in good 
faith. 

Judge Crawford, in his speech, said that 
McMichael was still a populist and that 
the populists of Marion county, who were 
in a majority, were trying to force a pop- 
ulist on the district. He denounced his 
opponent as “One of democracy’s vilest 
enemies.”” He denied in vigorous terms 
that the county court was an issue. There 
were al] sorts of charges and counter 
charges, affidavits and counter affidavits. 
and the joint debate grew quite sensa&- 
tional, 

Speaker’s Voice Is Drowned. 

At its conclusion Judge J. J. Dunham, 
of Marion, arose to address the crowd 
for Judge Crawford, but it was nearly an 
hour before he was allowed to proceed, 
the crowd keeping up a deafening din. 

It was charged that the people in the 
crowd who were creating the disturbance 
were Marion county populists who wad 
come to the city in force on the after- 
noon train. On the other hand, it was 
claimed that there were only 20 Marion 
county persons present. 

Judge Dunham referred to the crowd 
before him as ‘‘a howling mob of popu- 
lists,"” and said he would stand there all 
night rather than be hissed down by 
fools. 

The chief of police mounted the stand 
and implored for order, but without avail: 
Finally one-third of the crowd left and 
the rest quieted down and Judge Dun- 
ham proceeded with his speech, in Which 
he compared McMichael to Judas and de- 
nounced him in the bitterest terms.

STEAMSHIP Co.’8 HEAD. 


Former Will Devote His Time Exclu- 
sively to Affairs of the 
Central. 


Savannah, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—A 
special meeting of the stockholders and 
directors of the Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany and the New England and Savannah 


Steamship Company was held today at 


which the resignation of President John 
M. Egan was received and Major J. F. 
Hanson, of Macon, was elected in his 
stead. Major Hanson is chairman of the 
board of directors of the Central railway. 

Mr. Egan, owing to- the pressure of 
action of the railway lines of the Central 
of Georgia Railway Company, téndered 
his resignation as president of the steam- 
ship company in order that he might de- 
vote all of his ‘time to the railway busi- 
ness. This step was also taken in view 
of the desire of the steamship company 
that its business and that of the railway 
company should be separated so far as it 
is practicable to do so 

Attention was called to the fact that the 
charter of the steamship company, which 
was granted by the legislature of 1872, 
will expire by Mmitation on August 26 of 
this year. Steps were taken for a re- 
néewal and extension of this charter for 
@ further period of thirty years from 
August 26, 1902, and also for the adoption 
by the steamship company as a part of 
its charter of the provisions of the gen- 
eral law of Georgia for the incorporation 
of navigation companies. 

This is @ broadening of the present 


charter power of the Ocean Steamship 
Company, but does not mean any change 
in its business.

Furious Storm Does Great Damage 
There. 


ROOF IS BEATEN FROM BARN 


Cotton Is Stripped of Its Foliage, 
Corn, Wheat and Oats All 
Beaten to the Ground, 

' Peaches and Other Fruits 
Ruined. 


Sparta, Ga., June 3.—(Special.)—Late 
Saturday afternoon a disastrous hail 
storm visited Sparta and the section of 
country lying directly north, doing in- 
calculable damage to growing crops. A 
number of farmers who were in the path 
of the storm, which was about half a 
mile in width, came in town ile and 
reported serious losses. 

Cotton was stripped of foMage, corn, 
wheat and oats were beaten to the 
ground, peaches and other fruits were 
knocked from the trees and many limbs 
broken the pelting hail stones.

Shingles were knocked off the 
roof by the hail stones, which were of 
enormous size.

HORTON GOES TO WEST POINT.

His Appointment Will Not Affect His

J. Horton, of Winder, Ga., a member of 
the present senior class of the North 
Georgia agricultural college, and the 
representative-elect of this college in the 
next state oratorical contest, received 
notification yesterday of his appointment 
to .a cadetship in the United States 
military academy at West Point.

the Francis 8. Bartow Camp of Sons of 
Veterans, A&A procession of carriages 
brought up the rear, in which were seat- 
ed some of the survivors of the Ogle- 
thorpe Light Infantry who were in the 
first battle of Manassas. The day’s hon- 
ors to confederate heroes brqught to them 
memories of that day in May, 1861, when 
they left Savannah for the front to “‘il- 
lustrate Georgia,’’ as their captain, the 
gallant Bartow, then declared their mis- 
sion to be. Before the old Holcombe resli- 
dence, on Gaston street, E. W. Tupper 
presented to the Oglethorpes on behalf of 
several ladies who had made it, a beduti- 
ful confederate flag, and the brave sol- 
dier who was so soon to give his life for 
his cause. in his response uttered the fol- 
lowing noble sentiment: 
The Sentiment of Bartow. 

‘You have been pleased to allude to 
patriotic zeal, which has fired the hearts 
of my corps. You have done them but 
simple justice. 1 have not led them to 
this fight; they have led me. But with 
this banner presented by your fair hands 
I promise to lead them hereafter. 

‘They will preserve this flag, pure and 
unsullied, and I pledge you this day in 
their behalf, that should they fail to bring 
it back to you it will be because there is 
not one arm left among them to bear it 
aloft.”’ 

Arriving at’ Chippewa square, on Bull 
street, where the monuments are located, 
the parade was halted. The speakers and 
guests ascended the platform that had 
been erected between the monuments and 
the miiitary was massed within hearhhg 
distance, the Oglethorpe Light Infantry, 
as a guard of honor, being nearest. Pray- 
er was offered by Rev. Dr. Fair, after 
which there was patriotic music by the 
band. Then Captain Purse eloquently in- 
troduced Geheral Evans, the speaker of 
the day, who delivered his address. Miss 
Gertrude McLaws and Miss Francis Bar- 
tow Hight, of Marietta, granddaughter of 
Mrs. Ford, the oldest sister of General 
Bartow, unveiled the monuments, the 
confederate flags that had shrouded them 
floated free to the breeze as they pulled 
the cords, Songs were sung by the Chil- 
dren of the Confederacy, after which Cap- 
tain Purse delivered the monuments to 
the keeping of the city, Mayor Myers ac- 
cepting them on the city’s behalf. Later 
the military was reviewed by Geéneral 
Evans from the balcony of the club of 
the Georgia Hussars. 

General Evans Speaks. 

The patriotic, beautiful and scholarly 
address of General Clement A. Evans, 
delivered during the unveiling exercises, 
was listened to with absorbed attention 
and frequently interrupted with appre- 
clative applause. He spoke in part as 
follows: 

The principles which inspired the bold acts 
of our Savannah forefathers and stirred their 
patrictic spirit into those high resolves and 
brave deeds which bore the fruits of American 
independence, find again here on this 34 day 
of June, 1902, a renewed illustration in the 
same city’s splendid tributes to the patriotic 
heroism of President Jefferson Davis, Major 
General LaFayette McLaws, and General Fran- 
cis S. Bartow. In honor of the firet illustrious 
name we celebrate the anniversary of his birth. 
In special honor of the other two no less no- 
ble Georgians, we unveil and dedicate two 
durable monuments to preserve their forms and 
commemorate their virtues. 

Reminiecence and forecast must mingle with 
equally inspiring. force in the thoughts of the 
Savannah citizen as he moves over this hie- 
toric ground where civil authority bulwarked 
by law and military auxiliaries disciplined 
into effective use have so often maintained 
the human right of life, liberty and property. 
Combining, however, all memorials which adorn 
this city, they teach together the truth chosen 
for this hour’s theme, that both civil and mili- 
tary heroism are required to train a nation into 
true greatness—civil heroism that encourages 
and uses, but never abuees, the country’s mili- 
tary power, and military heroism that holds 
all things subject to a just country’s civil au- 


thority. 

This day was made a legal holiday by Geor- 
gia to express our just regard for the unspot- 
ted. character and public service of Jefferson 
Davis. We may, therefore, consider him as a 
clear and etrong example of the intelligent 
citizen’s faithful discharge of civil duties. Is 
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GENERAL FRANCIS 8. BARTOW. 
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there not place for heroism in civil life? Why 
is it not as heroic to live grandly for your 
country as to die chivalrously for ita sake? 
The people of the south were not more heroto 
in arms than they were after surrender in 
their-successful civil battles against the cor- 
rupt men and odious measures of reconstruc- 
tion. But I present the most vivid illustra- 
tion of this patriotic quality in the wondrote 
home heroism of southern women, which was 
as sublime through all the confederate war as 
the rarest battle bravery of our gallant south- 
ern men. 
General McLaws. 

With great appropriateness Savannah has 
erected a monument to Major General LaFay- 
ette McLaws. He wae this city’s defender, 
was chosen by his comrades the first president 
of their Confederate Survivors’ Association, 
and remhained their thhonorary president for Mfe. 
This, wae his home and it was here his life 
passed away and his personal presence was ex- 
changed into ah abiding memory. General Mc- 
Laws will represent to our eountrymen the 
thoroughbred, well-trained, steady, reliable mil- 
itary leader, reared under democratic institu- 
tions, who respects the civil authority and is 
competent to safely command men who are 
armed to defend the rights of a free people. 

He had reached his rank in the United States 
by a @ervice of twenty years, which 
brought him to the matured vigor of forty in 
the year 1861, and he had thén an assured 
prospect of steady promotion in the military 
service of a country to whose glory he had 
dedicated himseif. It was at this elevation 
that there came to him fhe serious question 
which men of his time had to face.* Shall he 
give up his state, his people and his princi- 
ples or will he sacrifice his military prospects 
of promotion? Without hesitation he followed 
the example of Moses, the hero of Israel, who 
chose to suffer affliction with his people rather 
than to have the riches and crown of Egypt.

‘der and grateful tribute to the soldier, 


‘gtatesman and reconciliator whose 
ashes and memory are revered by hon- 
orable men of the south and the north 
alike, 

The confederate pilgrim to the tomb 
‘of Grant did well. What he said was 
neither forced nor fulsome. He voiced 
‘the regard of the honestly loyal people 
of the south for one who refused igno- 
ble revenges in the midst of his victory 
and their humiliation. For the people 
of the south harbor no bitterness 
against any honorable foemen whose 
valor contributed to vanquish their 
hopes, and like Judge Jones they 
gratefully gather with garlands and 
praise at the tombs of such patriots as 
Lincoln and such heroes as Grant. 


A New Doctor of Laws. 

The Missouri State university de- 
pervedly recognized the genius and 
achievements of “Mark Twain,” Mr. 
Samuel L. Clemens, by conferring 
upon him recently the degree of doctor 
of laws. Mr. Clemens is a native of 
Missouri, but has become a welcome 
citizen of the world of letters and 
humor on all continents: He did not 
mean to do so, but the strong sense of 
humor that was his special gift com- 
pelled him to become an expert dis- 
sector of human nature and one of the 
most genial revelators of its fancies 
and foibles that the present age has 
known. 

The position of Mark Twain as a 
creator of modern classic humor is un- 
challenged. He is head and shoulders 
above all others who have essayed to 
interpret the inherent burlesquerie in 
human nature and essayed to shoot 
current follies of the motley folk of 
the generations that pass. It would 
not do to call him the prose Shake- 
ppeare of the era, for his humor lacks 
the precision and pure psychologic ap- 
prehension that pervades the comedy 
work of that superb dramatist. Nor is 
he the impressionist successor of Boz, 
for Dickens was more the story-teller 
par excellence than the Cruikshankian 
cartoonist that Twain is. Less still can 
he be compared with theelite “Elia,” 
or the latter day dilettantes in light hu- 
mor like Howells or Stockton. Indeed, 
Mark Twain is the Yorick of this 
master of all our 
quaint provincial humors and inim- 
itable delineator of all our American 
idiosyncrasies before all the world. 

There may be sticklers who will ask 
why Mark Twain is deserving of the 
honorary degree of doctor of laws?

He 
has earned that reputation as a master- 
Player on the sensitive keyboard of 
human passions that reaches from the 
keenest treble of childish laughter to 
the rumbling growl of the soul indig- 
nant over wrong and oppression. If 
any man has richly deserved and will 
honorably adorn the degree of doctor 
of laws from the extant generation it 
is Mark Twain. 
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Liberality to the Library. 

If the Carnegie Free Library is to 
become in reality the comprehensive 
benefaction that was in the mind of 
Andrew Carnegie when he made his 
gift and the people of this city when 
they urged its acceptance, some cer- 
tain and adequate system for .(s sup- 
port must be devised by our city ad- 
ministrators.

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A Policy Demanding Resistance. 

The passage of the bill by the sen- 
ate for the alleged civil government of 
the Philippines advances by one stage 
the consummation of the republican 
policy of outright and downright colo- 
nialism. The prolonged debate on the 
measure has not been satisfactorily 
informing. The democrats have wast- 
ed altogether too much time discuss- 
ing incidental matters of army admin- 
istration and individual outrages and 
failed to center their fire upon the 
really flagrant abandonment of Amer- 
ican ideals that is disclosed by the 
purpose of the bill. The republicans 
have retorted by attempting to put the 
democrats in a large campaign hole as 
the enemies of “our soldiers in the 
trenches” and in dodging all sincere 
discussion of the imperialistic features 
of their Philippines scheme of adminis- 
tration. 

The magnificent opportunity to ex- 
pose republican un-Americanism that 
was frittered away in the senate can- 
not be recouped in the house. In that 
body debate can be choked off by the 
dominant majority, and will be. 

It will rest, therefore, with the saner 
democratic press and speakers during 
the campaign of the summer and fall 
to enlighten the people upon the ini- 
quities of this colonial scheme. The 
measure will have become operative 
meanwhile, but that will be no reason 
why its unconstitutional and  un- 
American character should not be 
made known to the great masses of 
our patriotic people. The encroach- 
ments of imperial power upon popular 
prerogatives throughout history have 
almost always begun in far-off prov- 
inces and, insidiously and unseen, 
crept like slow poison to the center 
of the national vitality. 

The democracy is the only herald 
left in the field to warn the people and 
arouse them to resist this  liberty- 
engulfing policy. ,

And as yet we 
have not given them hope that our rule 
over them will be substantially differ- 
ent or to better ends. From the day 
we landed among them we have been 
fighting them and wherever our arms 
have prevailed we have been exercis- 
ing the military arm as the chief re- 
course in government. 

Therefore, if the republican party 
really means at any time in the future 
to do better, to establish American 
constitutional rule in the islands, 
though in territorial form, it ought to 
be just and honest enough to say so 
to the Filipinos in terms that cannot 
be mistaken or receded from. It is 
impossible to many good Americans 
who believe we own and should con- 
tinue to govern the Philippines to see 
wherein this government can lose any- 
thing by a frank policy with the 
Filipinos. Indeed, the people are 
largely of opinion that such frankness 
would lead to a speedy cessation of 
opposition upon the part of the Fili- 
pinos and to a lasting peace in the 
interests of American supremacy and 
Filipino loyalty. And if the president 
means all he says, he is morally bound 
to ask his party to commit itself and 
him to that strightforward and reputa- 
ble policy. 
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Sister Mary as a Problem. 

In these blooming days of “female 
advancement” it is rather dangerous 
to discuss the present wisdom or fu- 
ture effects of abolishing the old-time 
middle wall of partition between the 
male and female spheres of activity. 
Sister Mary has taken her own case 
in hand with an insistence that has 
stumped the power of protest upon the 
part of the wisest men of the age. 
She has summarily enlarged her bor- 
ders until there is scarcely anything 
left of the strenuous life that can be 
called inviolably masculine. 

Wherever we turn now we encoun- 
ter the presence of woman in the 
trades, in the professions and in the 
walks of education, letters, law and 
politics. She presides over state leg- 
islatures occasionally in Colorado, is 
nominated on party tickets for state 
offices in Illinois and the threat is 
openly made that one of them may 
yet be sent by an equal suffrage state 
to sit in the United States senate! 

The question of whether this state 
of affairs is to become permanent, or 
whether it is only an episode of evolv- 
ing civilization, is becoming pertinent 
with a great many thinkers of the 
country. 

Some close students of the social 
problem in the United States declare 
that a limit must be put upon the em- 
ployment of women in certain flelds of 
service, but the argument seems to be 
the other way. 

In politics there is growing quietly 
but strongly a feeling that public of- 
fices should not be filled up with wo- 
men employees. The work of postof- 
fices and public departments was pri- 
marily meant to be done by men and 
the disposition to make such positions 
again the prerogatives of those who 
are voters and tax payers is increas- 
ing, both in Washington city and in po- 
litical circles east and west. But the 
woman is in and the woman will stay 
in, and what is more, her successors 
will be women. 

Before Sister Mary consents to give 
up her present vantage grounds she 
will insist upon having something to 
say on the subject. One of her has 
already said that the effort to put 
woman out of politics will only have 
the effect to put her in with both 
feet, and then she will “stay put!”

CITY’S REVISED CHARTER 
TO RETAIN BOARD CONTROL 


Continued from First Page. 


or hold any salaried office or employ- 
ment under any of the beards or on its 
regularly weekly monthly or yearly pay 
rolls, who is a near relative by blood or 
affinity to any member of such_ board, 
either as to commissioner or ex-officio, or 
to the chief or superintendent or secre- 
tary. of or in that department, unless 
suc person is already in department 
when the new officer is elected or ap- 
pointed.

Section 9 provides the method to be 
pursued in changing from the old system 
to the new. The present members of 4ll 
boards to hold over until their successors 
are appointed, confirmed and installed. 


Refer to Committees. 

Your committee have not undertaken té 
frame a complete code of laws and rules 
for the government of each board, such 
not being, as your committee conceived, 
its appropriate function; leaving such 
provisions to be framed by the appropri- 
ate subcommittees of the respective de- 
partments; but your committee recom- 
mend that it be made a rule and order 
of the general committee that the pro- 
visions of the new charter as final'y 
framed and worded be made in con- 
formity with the foregoing, uniformly 4s 
to all the boards. 

Your committee is, however, mindful of 
the fact that there is no subcommittee 
specifically charged with framing pro- 
visions for the department of electrical 
control, the sinking fund commission and 
the Grady hospital, and they recommend 
that such duty be assigned to some ap- 
propriate subcommittee or committees. 

Your committee further recommends 
that, as to all of the boards and depart- 
ments, all provisions of law in the char- 
ter heretofore existing, and in the ordl- 
nances of the city of Atlanta, as well 4s 
the rules and regulations of the several 
departments, in so far as not altered, 
amended, superseded or repealed by the 
new charter, shall continue in force In 
the present form until amended or re- 
pealed by the law making power, 
or by the mayor and general council, pr 
by the respective boards, according to 
the jurisdiction, power and authority 
possessed by them, or conferred on said 
genera] council, or on the boards under 
this charter, 

Your committee on board management 
concurs in the report made by the com- 
mittee on water, police and fire depart- 
mens: and also concurs tn the report of 
the committee on streets, sewers and 
sanitation relative to the board of health. 
except in so far as the same in either 
case would be amended, modified or 
changed by the terms of this report here- 
in above set forth. 

This committee also concurs in certain 
clauses recommended by the committee 
on water, police and fire departments, of 
a general nature, to be inserted in the 
new ¢c , and recommends the adop- 
tion of the same accordingly, which are 
hereto appended and lettered A, B, C, D, 
E, F respectively. Clause G of the same 
series, applicable to the water depart- 
ment, is also concurred in.

Report of Subcommittee. 


The report of the subcommittee on city 
Officials and city elections also contained 
many changes, and while it was not final- 
ly adopted yesterday afternoon, it wags 
accepted as a very full outline of what 
will ultimately be put into effect. It was 
stated during the meeting that any mem- 
ber of the charter committee wishing to 
offer an amendment to this report could 
do so by sending it to Secretary Cooper 
before noon today. It is hoped in this 
way to have all the amendments ready 
for the consideration of the committee at 
the next meeting, when the matter will 
be disposed of finally. 

Following is the report In full as sub- 
mitted by the subcommittee yesterday: 


To the Honorable Members of Committee on 
Charter Revision: We, the undersigned com- 
mittee on city officials, elections, etc., 
leave to report that we recommend: 

1. That the provisions of the present char- 
ter with reference to the election, qualifica- 
tign and term of office of the mayor remafh 
unchanged. 

2. Tha: the provisions of the present charter 
with reference to the election and term of 
office of aldermen remain as at present, with 
this qualification, to-wit: 

“There shal be seven aldermen for the city 
at large, and at all elections, except to Gil 
vacancies, two aldermen shali be elected for 
three years, provided that every third year 
three aldermen shall be elected so that the 
number of seven may be preserved. No two 
aldermen shall serve at the same time from 
the same ward.’’ 

3. The provisions of the present charter as 
to counciimen shall remain as at present, to- 
wit: Each ward shall be represented by two 
councilmen, but in the election thereof the 
voters of the entire city shall participate. 

The provisions of the preceding sections, 
to-wit, two and three are subject to this 
proviso: 

“Aldermen and councilmen shall be eligible 
for reelection at the end of their respective 
terms.’’ 

The committee re against the provisions 
of the present chafter whereby aldermen and 
counciimen are rendered ineligitle for the suc- 
ceeding terms. 

4. That the proper committee be requested to 
redistrict the city into ten wards instead of 
seven as at present.

COUNTY COMMITTEES ARE 
TO SELECT THE DELEGATES 


But They Must Select Active Supporters of Success- 
ful Candidates in Accordance With State Com- 
mittee’s Rule-=State Political Gossip. 


HE question has been asked in 
many counties of the state as to 

* what rules are to govern the welec- 
tion of delegates to the state convention 
after the primary. In some sections of 
the state it appears there is some doubt 
on this point and telegrams have been 
sent asking that Chairman E. T. Brown, 
of the state democratic executive com- 
mittee, publish a ruling on the subject. 

As a matter of fact that question was 
settled at the meeting of the state com- 
mittee on March 31, and the rules of the 
committee adopted and published at that 
— @ave clear expression on the sub- 
ect. 

In order that the matter may be clear! 
understood, however, a Statement rected 
Chairman Brown was secured yesterday 
by & representative of The Constitution. 

Section 2 of the rules adopted by the 

state committee,”’ said Chairman Brown, 

covers that poimt, and is, I think, quite 
clear and specific.’’ 

The section treferred to by Chairman 
Brown is as follows: | 

2. It is ordered that all the offi- 
cers named shall be voted for directly 
by the people, and that the respective 
county committees shall, when they 
shall compile and declare the result of 
said vote, select from among the ac- 
tive supporters of the candidates re- 
ceiving the highest vote, delegates to 
the state convention, each county 
through its delegates to have double 
the number of votes in said conven- 
tion that it has representatives in the 
lower house of the next legislature. 
No delegate in said convertion shall 
give his proxy to any but a bona fide 
resident of his county, and the proxy 
so named shall be chosen from among 
the supporters of the successful can- 
didates. 


“Of course, I can make no other rule 
with regard to the matter than’ that,’’ 
Chairman Brown cortinued. “It is the 
duty of the county executive committee 
to select the delegates, and as stated this 
must ‘be done from among the active sup- 
porters of the successful candidates, 

“The matter is entirely in thé hands of 
the county executive cbmmittees, but 
they are bound, of course, by the rules 
of the state committee, If they violate 
these rules it will be a matter for the 
state convention to take cognizance of. 
Should the county committees ignore his 
rule in the naming of delegates, it will 
be in the province of the convention to re- 
fuse to seat such delegates, should it see 


fit to do 60.” . 


HE state capitol presented almost a 

deserted appearance yesterday, and 
many of the officials who are now away 
will not return to the city until after 
tomorrow’s primary. Governor Candler 
is away attending college commence- 
ments. He is expected to be here Thurs- 
day morning for a short time, but will 
go up to Gainesville to vote and then to 
Athens.

WOMEN TREMBLE

“Wild Man’’ Caught and Sen- 
lenced to Chaingang. 


Recorder Broyles Declared That Sa- 
linsky Was Possessed of the 
Devil—Many Friends Say 
That His Mind Is Un- 
balanced. 


The white man who had been terror- 
izing ladies and children for several 
weeks in the vicinity of Linden and Pied- 
mont avenues was at last caught yester- 
day morning by Call Officers Covington 
and Chandler. 

Morris Salinsky, the man under arrest, 
is a shoemaker, with a small shop on 
Decatur street. He has a large family, 
consisting of a wife and several children. 
About a year ago he was arrested for a 
similar offense, citizens in t second 
ward making the complaint. The case 
at that time attracted considerable at- 
tention. He was fined $100, but after- 
wards the amount was reduced to $26. 

Recorder Broyles no sooner saw Sa- 
linsky than he recognized him as the 
man who had frightened women and 
children twelve months ago on Wash- 
ington and Pulliam streets. 

The proof against the prisoner was 
complete, and he was sent to the chain- 
gang for thirty days, the privilege of 
paying a fine not being given him. 

The man’s friends claim that he is a 
lunatic, and steps will be taken at once 
to get him tried for lunacy. 

Made Himself a Terror. 

It was about three weeks ago that citi- 
zens residing in the sixth and fourth 
wards made complaint that there wa8 a 
white man loafing about the streets 
frightening little children and insulting 
women. The police made repeated at- 
tempts to catch the man, but failed, as 
he had a way of appearing and disap~ 
pearing so suddenly that no one could 
keep track of him. 

The complaints became so frequent 
that special officers were detailed in citi- 
zen’s clothes to spot the fellow, but he 
managed to elude them also. . 

Yesterday morning a telephone mes- 
sage was received at police barracks 
stating that the ‘“‘wild man,” as he was 
called, had just been seen near the corner 
of IdAnden and Piedmont avenues, and 
that he was at his old tricks. Call Offi- 
cers Covington and Chandler made as 
fast a run as they could to the scene 
on their bicycles, and were in time to 
eatch the man pointed out to them. 

Was at His Old Trick. 

Morris Salinsky, the man arrested, had 
just come out of a lot where there was 
a vacant house. He had been hiding be- 
hind the fence for the purpose of scaring 
children and women in the neighborhood. 
He stayed for ogre just a little too long, 
and before he could get away, as had 
been his custom before, he was caught. 

When Salinsky was called before the 
recorder yesterday afternoon, a_ tall, 
sallow-face man, with jet black hair and 
a black moustache, came from the wait- 
ing room. He was stoop-shouldered, and 
there was a hang-dog expression about 
his face. As he walked forward, @ stout, 
middle-aged woman, with a babe in her 
arms and four or five children at her 
side, came from the audience to meet 
him. 

Salinsky was asked what he wished to 
say, and he mumbled a few words about 
being out looking for work. 

Ought To Be Cowhided. 

“Your friends say you are crazy,’’ the 
recorder told him, ‘“‘but you have more 
sense than to act in any such way. It is 
just the devil in you. You were here a 
year ago for a similar offense, and [ let 
you off because of your wife and chil- 
dren. This time I will give you the 
severest penalty the law allows, and will 
send you to the city chaingang for thirty 
days. If somebody would just give you 
a cowhiding I think you would be taught 
a lesson that you would not forget.” 

Salinsky’s wife wept hysterically and 
begged the recorder, for the sake of her 
little children, to be Hghter on her hus- 
band. 

“No, I cannot,” the recorder replied. 
“There are other women and children in 
this city whom I must protect. I am 
sorry for your children, but I must give 
this man the severest sentence I can.” 

Salinsky’s friends, who claim that he is 
crazy, gave notice that they would take 
steps to have him declared a lunatic and 
sent to «he insane asylum.

CRIMINAL COURT ALL RIGHT. 


Supreme Court Holds That It Is Not 
an Unconstitutional 
Court. 

The supreme court held yesterday In a 
decision rendered in the case of Welborne 
v. Donaldson, superintendent, that the 
criminal court of Atlanta is not an un- 
constitutional court. 

In the trial of the case stated Alexander 
W. Stephens, counsel for the defendant, 
entered a plea of lack of jurisdiction of 
the criminal court of Atlanta on the 
ground that it was unconstitutional. In 
the criminal court the judgment was ad- 
verse to this plea, and the supreme court 
eustained the lower court in its decisign 
yesterday. 

Some time ago the question of the con- 
stitutionality of the city court of Atlanta 
was raised In the supreme court, the point 
at issue being whether the right of ap- 
peal lay from the city court and from the 
criminal court to the supreme court. The 
validity of the city court was sustained, 
but it was held that the crimina! court 
did not have such right of appeal, the 
principal reason being that it had only 
five jurors in the trial of causes. The 
court holds, however, that this does not 
mean that the criminal court js uncon- 
stitutional, and in its decision yesterday 
it declared that the act of 1 creating 
the criminal court is constitutional and 
valid. Under the former decision, how- 
ever, all appeais from the criminal court 
must be by certiorari to the superior 
court.

REBEL YELL SOUNDED - 
IN LEGISLATIVE HALL 


Crosses of Honor Were Distributed to 
Many Confederate Veterans. 
An Interesting Musical 
Programme Was Given. 


The anniversary of Jefferson Davis’ 
birthday was. appropriately celebrated in 
the house of representatives yesterday 
under the auspices of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy and the Confederate 
. Veterans: The programme, the feature 
which was the address by Mayor Living- 
ston Mims on ‘“‘The Life and Work of Jef- 
ferson Davis,’ was a splendid one and 
was greatly enjoyed by the large gather- 
ing- which filled the hall. 

Conspicuous in the audience were 4a 
mumber of battle-scarred veterans who 
took the deepest interest in the exer- 
cises. The rebel*yell resounded through 
the hall frequently during the course of 
Mayor Mims’ splendid address, and when 
he touched on the treatment of the con- 
federacy’s hero by General Nelson A. 
Miles the applause was deafening. 

After the delivery of Mayor Mims’ ad- 
dress crosses of honor were distributed to 
a number of veterans by Mrs. Helen 


Plane. 
Music of a patriotic nature made the 


programme a most enjoyable one. Among | 


the numbers most enjoyed were the 
“Bugle Song,” by Mrs. W. S. Yeates; the 
Chopin ‘“‘Funeral March” by a collection 
of voices; ““Tenting on the Old Camp 
Grounds,”’ by the chorus; “The Old Time 
Gonfdderate,’’ by the Veterans’ chorus. 

The exercises begam shortly befor 4 
o'clock and were concluded at 6:50 o'clock. 

Mayor Mims’ Address. 

Mavor Mims, the principal speaker of 
the occasion, was introduced in an elo- 
quent manner by Colonel A. J. West. 

Mayor Mims traced in words of 
derness the life work of Jefferson Davis. 
He described the man, the soldier and the 
statesman in phrases freighted with feel- 
ing and words laden with love. He de- 
scribed Jefferson Davis as the greatest 
man since the immortal Calhoun and 
said that when that intelectual giant 
had died his mantle had fallen on the 
‘noble shoulders of the confederacy’s be- 
loved leader. His course in the United 
States senate was defended and the 
speaker denied that Mr. Davis had in- 
fluenced his state to withdraw from the 


union. 

Touching on the feeling which all con- 
federates feel for Mr. Davis, he said: 

Devoted as were the soldiers of Napoleon, 
thé soldiers of Grant and Sherman,, indeed 
in all the instances of ancient and modern his- 
tory there is no counterpart of the dvotion of 
old confederates to Mr. Davis. There is pe- 
culjar pathos in their expressions of love and 
admiration for him. There was ever miué- 
netic eloquehce in his utterances_to them, his 
very presence wrought upon them as none 
other could do. Dignified and even ceremonious 
as he was, no one ventured to take the liber- 
ties that were common with most public men, 
But he always impressed by his gentle and 
becoming dignity and thrill his audiences 
as his clarion voice resounded over space and 
moyed them by his feryid and-passiocnate elo- 
guence as they rose to their feet tossed their 
hats in the air, waved their handkerchiefs, and 
shouted ‘‘Hurrah for Jeff Davis.’’ Whether on 
the hustings or in deliberate assembly Mr. 
Davis always pronounced classic orations. I 
have heard him on so many occasions and he 
was always effective, magnetic and convinc- 
ing in speech. 

Miles Was Merciless. 

In commenting on the treatment Davis 
received at Fortress Monroe, Mayor 
Mims said: 

The fortunes of war have furnished many 
instances of refined and high-bred courtesy 
where successful and commanding generals il- 
justrate true greatness and kindness of heart 
in their conduct toward defeated leaders of 
opposing armies. How beautifully was it il- 
lustrated in the conduct of General Grant to- 
vard General Lee, of Sherman to Johnston— 
however, General Johnston always declared he 
never surrendered, but gave up the further 
rrosecution of the contest—and even the great 
edna was merciful. 

But perhaps the one more deficient in all 
these great qualities that distinguished those 
I have: named was that of the commanding 
officer ‘of the fortress to which Mr. Davis 
was consigned. 

We igok almost in vain for a parallel to 
the cruelties inflicted by him upon Mr. Davis 
during his imprisonment. The treatment of 
Napoleon at St. Helena by the British gov- 
ernment was mild and decent compared to that 
of Mr. Davis hy General Miles. I say of 
General Miles only, for it was his own in- 
spiration rather than the order of the gov- 
ernment, though at the worst or best, a foul 
blot on the escutcheon of this country. 

With reference to Roosevelt’s condem- 
nation of Mr. Davis he said the follow- 
ing: 

I pause for a moment simply to refute the 
reference made by President Roosevelt to 
Mr. Davis in a bock written by him some- 
time anterior to the sad accidency of hfs 
presidency. He calis him traiter HMke unto 
Benedict Arnold. In doing this he asserts 
that which truth and history indignantly deny. 
Ae well declare Robert E. Lee, and our brave 
generals, indeed our brave ar of the con- 
federacy, traitors for contendl for a great

Says A. &. Jenkins Circulated False 
Reports About Her Establishment. 


ALLEGES HE CALLED POLICE 


Declares Statement That She Exposed 
Undressed Customers to Public 
Gaze Is False. 


Alleging that he has circulated false 
and scandalous reports about her estab- 
lighment, Mrs. Ada Platt, a dressmaker 
of 423 Auburn avenue, yesterday insti- 
tuted suit for $%,00 damages against A. 
S. Jenkins, 

It will be remembered that Mrs. Platt 
and Mr. Jenkins appeared in the record- 
er’s court a few days ago in regard to this 
same matter. After hearing the evidence, 
Recorder Broyles dismissed the cases. 

Mrs. Piatt charges that the defendant 
has informed the police that she fit her 
customers in front of a window in full 
and open view of the street and dis- 
played them to public view undressed and 
nude; also that the police on several oc- 
casions watched her house.

One of the most remarkable records 


ever made by a baSeball pitcher was ob- 
tained by Weldon Henley, of the At- 
lantas, yesterday afternoon in the last 
game of the series with Memphis. 

In the contest Henley allowed the 
heavy sluggers of the Bluff City two 
hits only, both of these being weak, 
measley scratches. But he gave eight 
bases on balls, to say nothing of one wild 
pitch, and yet defeated a team with six 
hits only behind him, one of which alone 
Was greater than a single, and that one 
Wag made by Henley himself. 

Few games of the kind are on record 
and in the history of southern baseball 
It ts extremely doubtful if its counte?>- 
part can be found. 

Barring a misplay -by  Breitenstein, 
Frank’s pitcher, and one by Leighton, 
Atianta’s center fielder, the game was “n 
trrorless one and was one full of sharp, 
quick fielding in which the Memphis out- 
field had seven chances without an error. 
The Atlanta out field’s chances were the 
game, but six of the chances only were 
cleanly handled, the slight mistake being 
made by Leighton, who is working in 
Leidy’s place. 

Atlanta’s plate crossing was done in 
the second inning, when Henley found 
Breitenstein for three bags and came 
home on Breitenstein’s wild pitch. 

A single by Krug and a two-bagger by 
Stouch sent Winters in the same path for 
the second touch of the home plate. 

Valdois was the only Memphian to cross 
the plate. This he did in the third inning. 
It was a base on balls for Valdois as a 
etarter. Williams, next up, was given 
the same benefit. Then Lipe sacrificed, 
sending both a bag nearer home. Ac- 
corsini sent one to Reitz and was thrown 
-out at first, but on the play Valdois came 
home. 

Henley covered the infield in great 
shape, working himself into the. assist 
column.

Memphis, Tenn., June 3.—(Special.)— 
Henley pitched the most remarkable game 
of the year today and won a brilliant 
victory over Memphis, at the same time 
adding several valuable points to At- 
lanta's standing in the race for the pen- 
nant. The young collegian was pitted 
against the veteran Breitenstein and the 
former's: work excelled the |latter’s more 
than the close score would indicate. He 
let the locals down with a couple of hits, 
which will go on record as safe smashes, 
but those in attendance thought that 
Henley was entitled to the credit of pitch- 
ing a game free from hits, as Pabst and 
Krug had chances to handle the ground- 
ers which went safe. 

In addition to performing in a wonderful 
manner from the slab, Henley made the 
first run for his side after driving a 
straight ball from Breitenstein’s paw for 
three bases. He also fielded difficult bunts 
which were dumped at him by the Mem- 
phis batters. Six batters were thrown 
out in this manner at first by Henley 
when a miscue in several instances would 
have resulted in the locals adding the 
tieing run. 

It was Henley day at the park. The tall 
lad spent last summer here pitching for 
the Chickasaws, the amateur team of 
collegians. His friends turned out en 
masse today and cheered him to the echo 
after each inning. 

The Georgia boy's work in the first few 
{innings bulged with bases on ball. 

In the first inning he passed Gfroerer 
and Gilligan, but with nobody out Herley 
settled down and struck out Lauzon, 
while Stouch completed a great double 
play by touching Gilligan and throwing 
Swacina out at first. Again in the third 
inning Henley filled the bases, giving Ac- 

- corsini, Gfroerer and Gilligan easy walks, 
but Henley rose supreme against Lauzon 
and struck him out. 

Memphis’ only run was caused by the 
costly pass to first.

“Have you noticed the remarkable 
increase in sickness and death in Atlanta 
during the past six weeks?’ asked the 
observing man of a group in the Kim- 
ball house lobby yesterday afternoon. 
“No? Well, then perhaps you do not hap- 
pen to employ an office boy or a half 
dozen young clerks. If you did you 
would immediately see the force of my 


statement. 

“Time was when I thought that the 
baseball ague and the bleacher bacillus 
were things of ‘the distant past in At- 
lanta, and that stich a thing as a rampant 
baseball enthusiast could not be found 
within the confines of Fulton® county. 
For a long time’ # seemed that the base- 
ball microbe had died a natural death and 
I had no-fear that he would ever be 
brought to life. I did not figure on the 
fact that death js impossible to the 
baseball bacillus. Once implanted in a 
man’s breast he lives forever. Through 
stress of circumstances he may, at times, 
lie dormant, but never dies. 

“During the several years when Atlanta 
had no baseball team you would have to 
take a search warrant to find a man, 
woman or child who took’the remotest 
interest in baseball. It was a day’s job 
to find any one who could tell you the 
batting average of Burkett and few knew 
how the teams of the National League 
stood. 

‘That was simply because Atlanta, 
had no team. Atlanta, by the way, is a 
most peculiar town. Anything she is 
not directly interested in is not worth 
the while. But, bless your soul, the 
latent interest and enthusiasm was here. 
All that was needed to fan the flame into 
fury was nine men in knickerbockers! 
With that the disease became prevalent. 
Baseball today is the one absorbing top- 
ic of conversation. You can hear it on 
all sides. Pverybody is posted. Everyone 
is interested. All are jubilant when At- 
lanta wins and the entire town puts on 
crepe when the home team loses. The 
chronic kicker, who can never be down- 
ed, is abroad in the land and his loud 
lament can be heard from every street 
corner. 

“But, getting back to the original prop- 
osition—the great increase in the Atlanta 
death rate. 

“T know you will think I am joking. for 
the funny papers have worked the thing 
to death: but my experience has been 
that: everv well-worn joke is founded on 
a solid substratum of fact.

One or two members of the fam- 
ilv have died, but T always notice that 
when Atlanta wins the poor little feilow 
seems to get over his grief in a hurry. 
Strange enough, the death alwars takes 
nlace when the Atlanta team is in town, 
The clerks and other employees in my 
office never have any actual deaths, but 
toothache and malarial fever and s®k 
headache have grown so frequent that I 
am seriously thinking of empioying a 
staff phvsician. a trained nurse and en- 
dowing a ‘diamond cot’ in some char- 
ity hospital to send them to.”
